Wasliin^on, May 16—The irov- 
ernment today made its first loan 
to Russia of $100,000,000, bring- 
ing the amount thus far advanced 
to the allies up to $625,000,000. 


Reorganization of the Russian 
cabinet was regarded here both as 
increasing the power of the rad- 
icals and a.^ looking forward to a 
greater degree of unity. It is gen- 
erally felt the coming into power 
of the radical party is more desii-- 
able than a situation where the 
power was divided between rad- 
icals and moderates with 
both 
practically powerless to act. 


The resignation of Foreign Minister 
Milukoff is regarded as the price de- 
manded by the radicals for their active 
to-operation 
with 
the 
government. 
Milukoff incurred much enmity when 
he pledged Russia, without 
consult- 
ing the ladicals not to make a sepaj - 
ate peace.

The demoralization of the Rus- 
sian armies and the consequent 
withdrawal of German forces from 
the eastern front arc having their 
effect in France. 


The heavy reinforcements of 
men and guns which Field Mar- 
shal von^Hindenburg has been 
able to throw into the defense of 
his sorely battered lines have, for 
the time being, at least, caused a 
dead-lock which the most furious 
efforts of the British and French 
have failed to break. 


Tliese first fruits of the chaos 
in Russia are the more ominous in 
the hints they offer of future pos- 
sibilities. The council of soldiers 
and workmen's delegates seem to 
have been aroused at last to the 
perils of the course it has elected 
to follow but it is a question if its 
awakening has not come too late. 
The soldiers in the ranks evident- 
ly have the bit in their teeth and 
it remains to be seen if there is a 
hand strong enough to check them 
from bringing 
about 
practical 
chaos. 


The hopeful side of the picture is 
drawn, the multiplying signs that the 
political and economical crisis in Ger- 
many is as acute as ever. 
The extra- 
ordinary measures taken by the Ger- 
man censorship to prevent the outside 
world from learning conditions in the 
empire have been largely successful 
but some facts could not be concealed. 
Possibly for the first time in history, 
revolution and a German republic have 
been openly talked about in the reich- 
stag and most significant of all ap- 
parently the authorities do not dare to 
check the growing audacity of the rad-

Senator Martin, democratic leider, 
assented to considering the bill in e:c- 
ecutive session,

sugge.stion of 
Senator Weeks, republican, of Massa- 
chusetts. 
It was not decided whether 
the entire bill v/ould be so debated or 
merely sections relating to war prob- 
lems. 


Senator Weeks .said that the senatu 
did not properl yart upon such a great 
bill without confidential information. 
Secretary Baker, of the war depart- 
ment, had specially reque.sted that in- 
formation he gave the api)ropriations 
committee be kept confidential.

senate first took up the $500,000 ap- 
propriation for the council of national 
defense and then the $400,000,000 to 
Ktait construction and purchase of u 
fleet of merchant ships.

possible—provide 
them with clean entertainment when 
they are idle, bring them together for 
religious services, and in other ways 
show a real interest in the individual 
man. 


"The association will build at least 
four large buildings at Fort Harrison, 
equip them with facilities for writing 
letters home, for reading, for playing 
chess and other wholesome games, and 
in many ways the association will lift 
the lonesomeness and the homesick- 
ness which overtakes the youth who 
goes into service of his country. 


"It will require $3,000,000 to enable 
the a.ssociation to zneet this great task. 
The people of Indiana are asked to 
subscribe $150,000 of this amount. The 
effort to raise the Indiana share begins 
on May 20 with a state-wide canvass 
that is to continue through eight days. 


"Some must go to fjght this war. 
All must give, and one of the most im- 
portant funds to which every Hoosier 
should give is the war-work fund of 
the Young Men's Christian Association.

THE VAGARIES OF WHEAT. 


Last Aveek speculative operations in May 
wheat were interdicted by the Chicago board 
of trade. Thereupon traders transferred their 
attention to the July and September options 
in rather intensive fashion and prices began 
to move forward in seven-league boots. That 
situation having almost as promising an out- 
look for ten-dollar wheat as the trade masters 
had conceived for May wheat, the Chicago 
"board was closed for two days to permit a 
irlance about. In the United States senate on 
Monday there was offered a measure to abolish 
all the country's exchanges that offered marts 
for foodstuffs and in the debate that ensued 
there was much flavor of talk about hempen 
halters and lamp-posts as potential antidotes 
to the high cost of living. There was held in 
Chicago on Tuesday a conference of the repre- 
sentatives of half a dozen or more of the lead- 
ing grain exchanges of the country, by whom 
it was resolved that trading in wheat should 
be suspended indefinitely. 


The two days' suspension of trading prev- 
iously decreed permitted only such deals as 
were necessary to a liquidation of pending 
, trades. Tuesday July wheat was 35 cents be- 
low Saturday's top prices and the September 
quotation was 13 cents under Monday's close, 
'ash wheat sloughed off 29 cents from the 
lark of the day previous. Flour came down 
more than a dollar a barrel lower. All this 
Jollowed as a result of the suspension of trad- 
)g in futures. At the same time—Tuesday, 
May 15, 1917—the receipts of wheat in the 
leading markets had a total of more than three 
[quartei's of a million bushels as compared with 
a half million bushels for the corresponding 
day of last year. 


It is evident that control of some sort ef- 
fectually applied in some way will keep grain 
prices within reason. Wheat is scarce—just 
how scarce not all authorities agree. There 
is sound reason for high prices. 
Conditions 
all over the world are abnormal, but not so 
much so as to account for any threat of '"ten- 
dollar wheat." Speculation has been boosting 
the grain or it would hardly slump as it has 
because speculation has been temporarily sus- 
pended. Artificial demand is created by 
gamblers who bid the price up on wheat that 
is a mere fiction, but it makes the price for ac- 
tual trading and the public is mulcted in the 
price it must pay for flour. 


If the bare threat of government interven- 
tion by law in the affairs of the big gambling 
pits can have moral effect to bring doAvn the 
price of wheat it has been brought down this 
week, it is conceivable that actual interven- 
•tion would accomplish much more. It is recog- 
nized and appreciated that there must be trad- 
ing places for wheat as for other commodities, 
and that too much iilterferi^nce might work 
harm; but there does not appear any reason 
to doubt that federal control would work well 
to the public advantage. A little more light 
will be had on the situation as suspension of 
grain gambling continues. It may be that as 
stated in the official utterance of the grain 
exchange representatives in Chicago high 
prices have been due to subnormal production, 
the breakdown of transportation, the demand 
for wheat abroad on account of the war, the 
fear of famine and the like; yet, it is note- 
worthy that with the suspension of speculative 
operations both wheat and flour tumbled— 
forthwith. 


At least one factor in the inflation of prices 
has been stripped and identified. That is 
some gain. 


THE WIGWAM ENTERPRISE. 


Before the lately rejected bids on the mu- 
nicipal auditorium were asked for by the 
board of works the plans were gone over and 
every detail that could be torn from them 
and still leave some semblance of the kind of 
building desired was cut away. This was to 
bring the cost of the structure' within the 
city's limited means. When the bids were op- 
ened last Monday it was fowd that the lowest 
p£ them was almost 100 per cent, higher than 


the city is able at this time to pay. Now it is 
proposed to give the plans another overhaul" 
ing that the cost of the structure, may be cut 
down to half what the lowest bidder under 
took to construct it for. 
. The imagination is not hard-pressed to con- 
jure the sort of an atrocity that must be the 
result of any such proceeding. Fort Wayne 
will get an auditorium no more like what it 
is expecting than a board shack is like a 
brownstone mansion. Let it be repeated that 
the plans upon which Monday's bids were re- 
ceived were the plans originally submitted 
and approved, but shockingly mutilated to 
What can remain of them 
after cutting them down to meet the ejcpendi" 
ture that is only half of the lowest bid? 


It is time, we believe, that this monstrous 
folly at the city hall should be abandoned. It 
is a public enterprise with which they are 
dealing and it is public money they are pro- 
posing to mis-spend in materializing a blunder 
and a public disappointment. There was not 
enough money available to begin with and 
every dollar of the iund has been discounted 
by half of what it was expected to do, as the 
bids received show. This project, if obstin- 
ately carried out now, will cheat and disap- 
point the people of Fort Wayne. If deferred 
a year or perhaps a little longer the advant- 
age of better conditions may be had and 
enough money may be obtained to procure 
the sort of a municipal assembly hall a city 
like Fort 'W&yne ought to have, both for its 
accommodation and its credit. 


If the people must content themselves with 
a mere wigwam of the kind that the authori- 
ties are proposing to build, let us save some 
real money by abandoning all pretence that 
Vve are going to have anything but a wigwam 
and put up a huge shelter like the Billy Sun- 
day type of tabernacle. That can be construct- 
ed at a comparatively low cost and will serve 
as well as anything likely to come of the re- 
peatedly mutilated plans of the auditorium. 
The balance can be saved until more pro- 
pitious times and a better spirit in the city 
hall make ready to answer the pride and as- 
pirations of the people of Fort Wayne. 


Of course, the best thing to do now is to do 
nothing. Let the auditorium fund be invest- 
ed to the best advantage—^probably in war 
bonds at 
per cent., which will be convert- 
ible before many months into a new issue that 
will pay 4 per cent. Badly as an assembly 
hall is needed, it can be dispensed with for a 
3'ear or tAvo longer. 


TRANSFER OP HOPES. 


It is an ironical paradox that not to lately 
liberated Russia but to the revolutionary ele- 
ments in despotic Germany that the world's 
democracies now look with rising hope for 
the reinforcement that is to blast tryannous 
kingship and imperial militarism. Russia has 
fallen down. 
Her armies have abandoned 
Russia's allies to their own strength and her 
masses have lifted the cry of a shameful peace. 


Unless some change swift and startling 
shall come over the spirit of the Russian peo- 
ple there are dark times ahead for the forces 
of liberty and democracy. Already the fruits 
of the dissolution of Russia as a factor in the 
war is seen on the western front, where the 
von Hindenburg legions released from the 
Russian battle lines are halting the entente 
advance. The German movement may be re- 
versed any day from the retrograde to the 
forward. 
The French lines may be broken 
and France overwhelmed. Then Russia's fate 
will be elected in Berlin and not by the peo- 
ple of Russia. America will have to b-'a^ her 
own burden of the war and supply what is 
lost by the amazing and ignominious Mus- 
covite defection, except that the rising tide of 
revolution in Germany break the sword that 
all the balance of the world has been so far 
proved too weak to shatter. 


Some awakening may come to the dreaming 
masses of Russia, who seem to believe that, 
having made a prisoner of their czar, they 
have established their liberties and eternally 
buttressed their democracy, but it will have to 
come soon, if it be not already too late to 
come with any effect. So the world's gaze 
focusses itself on the empire of the Hohenzol- 
lerns. 
Germany's masses are highly fit for 
democracy—^no people on earth more so. If 
they upset the old order it will remain upset 
and make way for a peace that can give prom- 
ise to endure. 


Buy 
a liberty bond. The first will cost a little to 
start with, but will have a happy and profit- 
able come-back.

MODERN WAR AND PROHIBITION. 


By MAJ.-GEN. W. H. CABTER,IT. S. A. 


With the declaration of war with 
Germany, and the enactment of the se- 
lective draft law. we have assumed 
obligations whose ultimate ends none 
can foresee. 
Primarily we have now 
become responsible for the prepara- 
tion of hundreds of thousands of young 
men for the stern duties and hardships 
of war, and, in the natural order of 
things, they will constitute the human 
element available for the nation's de- 
fense for many years to come. 
The 
nation owes it to the young men who 
are selected for military training and 
service that, from the very first they 
shall know that the training will be 
carried on under circumstances above 
reproach. 


The 
development 
of 
minds 
and 
bodies to meet the demands of mili- 
tary service in war requires not only 
the most modern hygienic surround- 
ings but the absence of every form of 
personal 
dissipation. 
Anyone 
who 
sells or gives intoxicants or drugs of 
any kind to young men undergoing 
training for the nation's defense, not 
only commits a crime against the in- 
dividual but a treasonable act against 
the nation. 


The experience of European nations 
has made it clear that to maintain a 
modern army In the field there must 
be organized Industry at home. 
Any- 
thing that militates against this, by 
depriving the huYnan element of its 
normal energy, working under 
war 
pressure, must be combatted and if 
need be destroyed. 


The public Is far better advised to- 
day than ever before, concerning the 
effects of the habitual use of intoxi- 
cants In producing criminal, Insane 
and untrustworthy men and women 
and 
degenerate 
children. 
Prisons, 
asylums and'public reformatories fur- 
nish continuous and abundant evidence 
along these lines. 
The increasing un- 
dl^lpline of Americans has been ob- 
served and noted by Investigators and 
students for many years. 
This Is evi- 
denced in lack of respect for parents, 
for the aged, for the officers of the 
law and for the law itself. It has also 
been a uniform observation that these 
conditions become aggravated when- 
ever and wherever intoxicating liquors 
are habitually used. 
Confronted with 
these facts we are about to undertake 
the creation of a large army of the 
people, and to prepare It for participa- 
tion in the most gigantic struggle in 
the history of wars. 


When the army was reorganized In 
1901, following the war with Spain, 
there was introduced in the act pro- 
hibitory legislation regarding the sale 
of wines and beers upon military reser- 
vations. 
There was much resentment 


f 
|n the part of the army at this discrlm- 
natory legislation, for while it intro- 
duced prohibition on reservations It 
encouraged 
border 
line saloons 
In 
surrounding territory. 
The aggrava- 
tion was grave In states like Kansas 
where prohibition was .a sham and a 
public danger, the law& being ignored 
in the most opeAind flagrant manner. 


In the course mt time following the 
abolition of the sale of beer and wines 
—alcoholic 
liquors were 
previously 
barred—on military reservations, the 
naval regulations banished Intoxicat- 
ing drinks from war vemels. . Modern 
battleships, destroyers and submarines 
had become too complicated to be en- 
trusted in any part to minda beclouded 
with drink. 
Efficiency and safety of 
operation alike demanded the exclu- 
sion of liquors from war vessels and 
it is certain that if the restoration of 
the wine mess for the period of the 
war were put to a vote of naval offi- 
cers It would be overwhelmlntly d#- 
feated.

the sale of wine and beer at post ex- 
changes or canteens, it was found that 
for a time the offenses involving drunk- 
enness increased at army posts located 
in territory where saloons were per- 
mitted to exist. 
This was credited to 
the fact that men went to considerable 
distances from barracks for liquor, 
and, noit expecting to repeat the trip 
soon, indulged in too much for their 
own good. The statistics of disciplinary 
action through a number of 
years 
seemed to establish that more than 
fifty per cent of the cases of desertion 
and absence without leave were due to 
drunkenness. 


While the current returns of the in- 
ternal revenue bureau of the treasury 
make it appear that the income from 
the manufacture of beer and liquors 
has steadily increased, there can be no 
question that the temperance and total 
abstinence campaigns of the past few 
years have brought about a marked 
change in American life. 
It is no 
longer fashionable to serve wines and 
liquors in the lavish way which ob- 
tained In former years. 
That temper- 
ance has won a lasting victory is at- 
tested by the large increase in terx-i- 
tory covered by prohibition laws and 
in the drastic regulations governing 
the employment of men in dangerous 
occupations, when individuals may be 
and often are responsible for the lives 
of others. If this applies in the opera- 
tion of railroads and great industrial 
establishments,' how much more should 
it apply in the cases of the officers 
and men called to the colors to uphold 
the honor of the nation and to defend 
its material interests? 


Of course It is absurd to inaugurate 
complete prohibition until, as a na- 
tion. we are prepared to abandon tax- 
ation 
of 
manufactured 
intoxicants. 
After many years observation of the 
effects of drink upon our soldiers, it is 
the unhesitating opinion of the writer 
that 
the proceeds 
of 
governmental 
taxation of stills and breweries is, to 
say the least, no compensatio» for the 
misspent lives and stunted brains of 
those who are addicted to drunken- 
ness. 
If it requires war time prohibi- 
tion to insure an^bsolutely sober and 
dependable army we should have it, 
and the sooner the better. 


RUSSIA AND THE WAR SITUATION. 


(Des Moines Capital.) 


Every loyal American trembles when 
he thinks of the possibilities in Russia. 
That country may go to pieces and be 
at the mercy of Germany, or that coun- 
try may make a separate peace with 
Germany, thus releasing a million and 
a half men in the German service. 


Germany is manipulating everything 
to distract Russia. 
German socialists 
are temporarily the willing tools of the 
German 
imperial 
government, 
and 
they are working with the Russian so- 
cialists to the indirect benefit of G e r - 
many. 
The Germans have so many 
spies scattered throughout Russia that 
they have every advantage over those 
men in Russia who want to continue 
the war in good faith with the allies. 
If Russia drops out of the 
fight 
a 
heavier burden will fall on the people 
of the United States. This burden will 
have to be borne. 
With Russia paci- 
fied, German victory would be all the 
more dangerous to the United States. 


The Russian issue is a vital one, but 
it would have been just as vital had the 
United States not gone to war against 
Germany, and a German victory over 
Russia and the allies would have been 
just as dangerous to the United States 
before our declaration of war as it is 
now. In other words, Germany has all 
the time been an American danger. 


Our first duty Is to endeavor to feed 
the allies. 
Men cannot fight without 
food. 
It is evident from the best in- 
formation obtainable that the German 
submarines are performing a terrifying 
destruction of merchant ships. 
Some- 
thing more active will have to be done. 
The British fleet will have to come out 
and go into the Baltic, and Germany 
will have to be assailed right at home. 
The British fleet would lose many ves- 
sels by mines and submarines, but in 
return for that a great 
destruction 
could be done. 
It is evident that the 
German submarines cannot be success- 
fully tolerated for another two months.

SPINACH THE BEST OF GREENS. 


(Another of a series of articles ed- 
ited by the publicity and information 
committee of the National Food Re- 
lief union. Fort Wayne branch. 
This 
article edited by Maude Gasklns.) 


Spinach Is an easily grown garden 
crop, and there is, perhaps, no other 
of its kind that will give as good sat- 
isfaction. 
One half 
ounce of 
seed 
will plant a row fifty feet long. 


It is a cool season crop and should 
be 'sown as early in spring as the 
ground can be worked. 
The crop is 
ready 
for 
cutting 
in 
six 
or 
eight 
weeks. 
The seeds should be planted 
from one to two inches deep in row.'i 
twelve to cightsen Inches apart. 
The 
plants should 
later 
be 
thinned to 
0tiind from six to twelve inches apart. 


The larger plants should be selected 
and used for greens when 
thinning, 
so that none of the crop is lost. 


Spinacli demands rich soil and es- 
pecially an 
abundance of 
nitrogen. 
For this reason, on some soils, it is 
greatly improved by top dressing of 
sodium nitrate. 


It does not grow well unless it has 
an 
abundance 
of 
moisture. 
It . is, 
therefore, a, good 
plan 
to 
place It 
where artificial watering can be given 
it. 


In wet seasons and cool weather it 
makes a luxuriant growth of almost 
perfect foliage, but in hot, dry weath- 
er it is not 
only 
stunted, 
but also 
seems more subject to insect attacks. 
The spring sown crop will grow mor« 


rapidly If given frequent hoeings. 


It may also be sown in September 
and will live through the winter and 
be ready for early spring use if covered 
with straw or leaves. 
This fall-sown 
crop Is often 
seeded 
broadcast on 
rich, carefully 
prepared 
land, and 
given no tillage after the seed is plant- 
ed. 
This is an excellent wjiy to make 
use of your ground after an 
earlier 
crop has been, harvested. 


Another variety, called New Zea- 
land spinach, withstands heat better 
than the ordinary variety and grows 
much 
larger. 
The 
main 
branches 
spread over the ground and short, up- 
right laterals grow in large numbers 
from these and hew ajrowthi ar* eon? 


tinually being formed. 
. The tender 
tips of these side shoots are the edible 
portions. 
It may be planted almost 
any time in spring and will continue 
to grow until the severe frosts. 


The seed should be sown in rows 
three or four feet apart and plants 
thinned to a foot apart. 
No special 
care other than good tillage is re- 
quired. 
Allow the plants to attain a 
good size before beginning to harvest, 
but from then on repeated pickings 
can be made. 


The seed of this variety is very hard. 
It should be eoaked one or two hours 
in hot water before planting. 


Spinach may be canned for winter 
use.

In seventeen consecutive games, not a 
record, perhaps, but a very creditable per- 
formance. 


Last year Mclnnis was on the road to an 
achievement seldom attained by any bat- 
ter—to hit .300 or more for ten years. 


For seven years Mclnnis had swatted 
that old horsehide for more than .300, and 
there seemed to be no reason why he 
should fall under that mark last year.

SCORERS FOR SQUARE DEAL 


Its about time for the national commis-, 
sion to take some note of the wholesale 
bungling by official baseball scorers. 


The trouble with the present scoring 
system is that the scorers are appointed 
by club owners, usually from the ranks of 
the home town baseball scribes, and the 
usual result is that the records are bungled 
to suit the vagaries of 
the 
particular 
scorer, resulting for the most part in fail- 
ing to discriminate between 
hits 
and 
errors and giving the home club the benefit 
of the doubt. 


Several times this year complaints have 
been made by managers and players that 
hits have been credited to batsmen when 
the opposition should have been credited 
with an error.

"That is my cai%" aaid Fueling, lay- 
ing a hand on Swain's shoulder. 


"Where do you get that stuff?" 
questioned Swain.

Fueling caught hold of Swain 
and the other man climbed fi-om the 
automobile to join in the fray. Fueling 
says he was forced to loose his hold 
on Swain and that both men fled.
